The State of New Hampshire 


To the inhabitants of the town of Milton, in the County 
of Strafford in said State, qualified to vote in 
Town Affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Town House in 
said town on Tuesday, the ninth day of March 
next, at ten of the clock in the forenoon, to act 
upon the following subjects: 


1. To choose all necessary Town Officers for the 
year ensuing. 


2. To raise such sums of money as may be neces- 
sary to defray town charges for the ensuing year, and 
make appropriation for the same. 


3. To see what sum of money the town will vote 
to raise and appropriate for repairing highways and 
bridges the ensuing year. 


4. To see what sum of money the town will vote 
to raise and appropriate for the maintenance of the 
Trunk Line and State Aid Highways in said town, 
and pass any other vote or votes relative thereto. 


5. To see if the town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate a sum of money not to exceed fifteen hundred 
dollars for rebuilding the Miller Bridge, jso-called, 
near Milton Mills Village and pass any other vote or 
votes relative thereto. 
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6. To see if the town will vote to purchase a 
gasoline tractor and snow-plow for use upon the high- 
ways of said town, and to raise, appropriate, or hire 
upon notes of the town an amount of money necessary 
to pay for said tractor and snow-plow, and pass any 
other vote or votes relative thereto. 


7. To see what method thé town will vote to adopt 
for breaking roads the coming winter, raise and appro- 
priate a sum of money, not exceeding four thousand 
dollars to pay for the same, and pass any other vote or 
votes relative thereto. 


8. To see what sum of money the town will vote 
to raise and appropriate for the maintenance of street 
lights the ensuing year. 


9. To see if the town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate a sum not exceeding two hundred dollars for 
Memorial Day expenses. 


10. To see if the town will vote to install two 
street lights on the highway leading to the New 
Bridge, and two lights on St. James Avenue, as peti- 
tioned for by Charles W. Varney and twenty-seven 
others, raise and appropriate the necessary money to 
pay for the same and pass any other vote or votes rela- 
tive thereto. 


11. To see if the town will raise and appropriate 
a sum not to exceed one hundred dollars ($100) for the 
purpose of improving and maintaining the park on 
Main Street in front of the R. R. Station. 
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12. To see if the town will vote to raise and 
appropriate a sum of money not to exceed two hundred 
dollars ($200) for the benefit of the Free Public Li- 
brary at Milton Mills, and pass any other vote or votes 
relative thereto. 


13. To see if the town will vote to buy a Road 
Machine, raise and appropriate the necessary money 
to pay for the same, and pass any other vote or votes 
relative thereto. 


14. To see if the town will vote to raise and 
appropriate a sum of money not exceeding three 
hundred dollars ($300) for repairing the Old Ceme- 
teries in said town and pass any other vote or votes 
relative thereto. 


15. To see if the town will vote to discontinue, 
subject to gates and bars,—according to provisions of 
Chapter 72 of the Public Statutes and amendments 
thereto, any, or all of the following described roads in 
this town: 


Ist. The Winding Hill Road—so-called—from 
the Middleton Road to a point opposite the Southerly 
side line of the road leading past the dwelling house 
of the late Samuel Plummer. 


2nd. The road leading past the dwelling house of 
the late Samuel Plummer from the westerly side of 
land of Charles O. Tibbetts to the Middleton Road, 
and pass any other vote or votes relative thereto. 
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16. To see if the town will vote to discontinue 
the highway at South Milton from its junction with 
the Nute Ridge Road, so-called, to the East Side Road 
near the Railroad Bridge, and pass any other vote or 
votes relative thereto. 


17. To see if the town will vote to discontinue that 
part of Mill Street, so-called, in Milton Village from 
the Boston and Maine Railroad land to the bank of the 
Salmon Falls River, near mill of the Milton Leather- 
board Company, and pass any other vote or votes rela- 
tive thereto. 


18. To see if the town will vote to authorize the 
- Selectmen to hire, on notes of the town, a sum of 
money necessary for current expenses in anticipation 
of taxes of 1926, and pass any other vote or votes rela- 
tive thereto. 


19. To see if the town will vote to ask the banks 
for bids for interest on deposits of the town’s money, 
and pass any other vote or votes relative thereto. 

20. To transact any other business that may 
legally come before said meeting.

You will note that the “Roll of Honor” contains 
more than three times the number of names that it did 
last year. May the good work continue and a still 
larger number of names appear next year. 

The following pupils completed the work of the 
eighth grade last June and were given diplomas: Al- 
den Day, Robert Page, Nelson Willey, Gardner Cham- 
berlain, Harold Stillings, Herbert Tanner, Evelyn 
Paey, Jeannette Blouin, Edward Lord, Rita Piper, 
Eileen Davis, Charles Monahan, Floyd Thibault, Draxa 
Corson, Elizabeth Thompson, Katherine Hartford. 

The corps of teachers in the elementary schools is 
the same as last year with but two exceptions. One of 
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these new teachers had previously been in the service 
of the District and has returned to her former posi- 
tion. 

The Hare Road and Nute Ridge Schools have been 
consolidated this year at a saving of between $500 and 
$600 to the District. 

During the past summer the interior of the build- 
ing at Milton Mills was thoroughly renovated,—an im- 
provement which is greatly appreciated by both teach- 
ers and pupils. 

I would call your attention to the furniture in the 
upper room of this building. The desks have done ser- 
vice for many years and in many instances cannot now 
be adjusted so as to give the pupils comfort. They 
should be replaced with modern furniture. 

Health work in the schools was under the super- 
vision of Mrs. Kathryn M. Bailey until September, 
1925, when she was succeeded by Miss Cordelia David- 
son. Mrs. Davidson’s report will follow. 

We are also being assisted in health work this 
year by the county organization of the Y. M. C. A. 
Mr. Charles Swain of Rochester is directing work in 
calisthenics in the village schools on one day of each 
week. Our thanks are-due to Strafford County Y. M. 
C. A. for this assistance. 

At the time when this report is written, the 
schools at Milton Mills are closed because of an epi- 
demic of measles. So much time has already been lost 
for this reason that it is doubtful whether it will be 
possible to get in a full year of thirty-six weeks in 
these schools before the end of the school year, June 
30. 
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HIGH SCHOOL 


For the first time in several years there was no 
change in the corps of teachers in Nute High School 
last September. All the teachers who were on the 
staff last June are still in the service. This is a dis- 
tinct advantage to the school. 

The decision of the District to continue to give aid 
in the cost of transportation of pupils living at a dis- 
tance from the school is bringing in pupils who, prob- 
ably, would otherwise not attend. This is a benefit not 
only to the pupils thus assisted but also to the school 
as a whole. 

Owing to the fact that several pupils dropped out 
after the pro rata distribution of aid for transporta- 
tion had been determined last year, a balance of 
$282.48 of the appropriation was unexpended. This 
balance may be used for the same purpose in the fu- 
ture, if so authorized by the District. I trust that this 
will be done, as there is no advantage in carrying a 
dead balance. ) 

State-wide tests in the fundamental processes in 
arithmetic and in spelling during the year again 
showed Nute High School standing well among the 
high schools of the state.

The pupils in each school are weighed every 
month, when weather permits, and inspected for pedi- 
culosis, skin, and contagious diseases. 

Better care of the teeth should be taken by the 
children. Many of them are their permanent teeth 
and need attention at once. Through the Red Cross 
and Women’s Club I hope to arrange a dental clinic. 
This will save expense both to the parents and for con- 
veyance to a dentist by the Red Cross. Each child 
with consent of the parents will have a chance to have 
his teeth filled and cleaned at aminimum price. With 
co-operation from the Red Cross, Woman’s Club, and 
parents I think this can be made satisfactory to all.

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REPORT OF HEADMASTER OF NUTE 
HIGH SCHOOL 


To the Trustees of Nute High School: 


I herewith submit the second annual report as 
headmaster of Nute High School. 

School opened the eighth day of September with 
an enrollment of fifty-nine pupils. Of this number 
four are seniors, thirteen are juniors, twenty-seven 
are sophomores and fifteen are freshmen. 

At the last annual meeting of the trustees it was 
voted to raise the tuition from forty to sixty dollars 
and eliminate the book rent. In view of the fact that 
the cost per pupil per year is $108.42, this seems to be 
a justifiable increase. The number of tuition pupils 
is twenty-five, being the same as last year. From this 
source the school realizes $1,500. 

The program of studies has been slightly changed. 
In each curriculum General History including Ancient 
and Modern, down through the World War, has been 
substituted for the strictly Ancient History Course. 
Physiology and Hygiene have been substituted for 
English History in the General curriculum. 
Upon the recommendation of the State De- 
partment of Education, Physical Education is being 
taught eighty minutes a week to both boys and girls. 
Particular emphasis is being placed upon fundamental 
Grammar, Spelling, and Arithmetic,—eighty minutes 
each week being devoted to these subjects. 

Nute High School is placed by the State Depart- 
ment of Education in the highest group of Secondary 
Schools in the State, namely a Four-Year Class A 
High School. 
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The tardiness record for the past year was excel- 
lent, being only two-tenths per cent. per pupil. The 
attendance record of ninety-five and two-tenths per 
cent. was not as good, due largely to various epidemics. 

The school is fortunate in being able to keep Miss 
Goodwin, Miss McIntyre and Miss Paine for the pres- 
ent year. 

I wish to thank the Trustees and superintendent 
for their co-operation, also those who have helped Nute 
in any way during the past year.
